<jpmings.  and  presumably  referring  to  possible  steps  that  may  be 
taken  unless  the  demands  are  complted  with. 

M.  I.eygnrs  is  rrrdttrd  here  with  resisting  the  preiipitancy  of  the 
militarist  part^  who  arc  anxious  to  proceed  with  the  occupation  o'f 
the  Ruhr  district,  and  the  presentation  of  the  French  note  is  regarded 
not  as  an  isolated  action,  indicating,'  srrious  divergence  vmoog  the 
Allies,  but  rather  as  a  preliminary  step  to  gain  time.

there  outspoken  approval  of  the  pun- 
ishment meted  out  to  tha  Xrlab  Til- 
iate  by  lfaJ.-Oen.  Sir  Edward  etrtak- 
laad.  aad  tbara  evidently  is  aooM  ro- 
luatanee  to  endorse  this  method  of 
keeping  order. 

In  official  statementa  It  Is  declared 
that  aeven  dwelllasa  in  Mlddlotoa 
were  deatroyed  aa  a  raault  of  aa  am- 
huab  of  poUeo  aoar  that  town  last 
Wednesday.  Deolaratlon  ia  made 
that  the  authorities  had  decided  that 
lh«»  people  living  in  ijcrlaui  houses  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  outrage  luuat  h»vc 
known  of  the  pl<>i  to  ambush  the 
police,  and  that  uiler  the  inmatea  of 
the  houaea  aolecUd  for  ^^atmction 
had  been  warnad  Co  leava,  tbo  build - 
inga  bad  been  aat  on  flra.  The  oc- 
oupaata  were  permitted  to  remove 
their  valuables,  but  had  to  leave  their 
furnlfuro  behind  them.  • 

While  declining  to  quaatloa  tha  act 
of  buralng  tha  houaaa  on  grounds 
that  It  waa  a  draatle  measure.  The 
London  Times  qneationa  the  adequacy 

of  the  explanation  that  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  burned  houses  were  bound 
to  have  known  of  the  ambuab. 

"Official  raprlaal.!'  the  aowapaper 
contlaaaa.  "auty  be  a  reagb  form  of 
juatlce.  but  deaplte  tha  roughness, 
the  element  of  Justice  ahottid  be  al- 
ways beyond  fjuMtlon."
